A Survey of the Field. 

The voluminous and interesting political 
resume which was copied from the, New 
York.Herald and published in yesterday's 
issue of the CotnrmrJocrNnaL, adds a 
curious and suggestive chapter to the his- 
tory of the times in which we live.

GRANT seems to under- 
stand how to build upon the weak suit of 
those about him, and, being himself of a 
coarse and indelicate fiber, he is not 
restrained by any squeamish qualms 
about appearances. Thus he is 
at once strong and disreputable, 
an over match for the better men of 
his party, and the very man for such men 
as Morton and CAuxknox, both of whom 
are gamblers by nature. The fabric which 
these three have put together cannot be 
resisted inside of the Republican party. It 
rules Congress, and it will rule the Repub- 
lican nominating convention, It has the 
virtue of being thoroughly vicious, led in 
the upper house by a politician who is as 
astute as he is corrupt, and in the lower by 
u mountebank who answers all the pur- 
poses that were served by the late Mr. 
THADDEUS STEVENS, and, indeed, serves 
the purposes of the Grant-Morton ring 
better than Mr. SteyENs could serve them 
were he alive. So Grant will be renomi-

Frepeh Finances. 

The proposed retrenchments in the 
French Budget by which the Government 
expenses of France were to be reduced to 
such a figure that that country might have 
somechance of recovering speedily from her 
finangial distress, have been found to be 

utterly imspracticable. Ina recent speech 
of the Chief Executive of France, ApoLPa® 
Tun rs, that veteram statesman declared that 
with the utmost carebnly a retrenchment of 
two hundred millions of frances could be 
‘made on the regular budget of the empire, 
and that the additional interest, and the 

incurred: by the foreign occupa- 
tion, more re than three times outweighed 
this saving. The budget had then to be 
increased, and now amounts, altogether, 
te two thousand four hundred and fifty 
million of france, or almost five handred 
milton of dollars. 

This is an enormous amount, but never- 


ures millions of francs, but this is to be 


raised more by indirect taxes and stamp 
duties than by direct taxation, and there- 


necessary by the present and future exi- 
gencies of France, which, on account of 
the enormous. sums it will have to pay in 
the next few years; will have to contract 
loans in the European markets to a pretty 
considerable extent, and whose credit 
would suffer too much unless such @ meas- 
ure were taken.
